Mongſt other His Matetties important cares and affaires of State, 


and high conleguence, lince his atteſſe to the Crowne, It Hathpleaſed 
| his Maieſtie, to take into his Princelptonſideration the pzeſent eſtate 
< ofthe Citie of London as being the Kings Chamber, the Seate Impe⸗ 
| -| rtallof this Kingdome,and renowned oner all the parts of the Chaiſti-

— e . ies Court lo nceccit, wich the confluence of kozreigne Ambaſſadoꝛs, 
and Strangers okgreat State and eminenciethither,His Maieſtie is molt graciouſly carekul, to 
ieglect no meaues of lawfill politie to pꝛouide fo? the continuance and increaſe of the Honour, 
P forty, Health, a Dafcty ofthe ſame, by remoning and preuenting ſuch offenſine Lets, # Im⸗ 
pediments, as haut heretofoze giuen,o2 hereaiter may gine hinderance thereunto:Andcallingto 
remembꝛante what vigilant care his moſt Royall Father, King lames, of bleſſed memozy, tooke 
tu his lite time to purſue the good courſe, with the moſt excellent Painceſſe, Queene Elizaberh,had 
in her time begun, concerniag Jamatcs, , Buildings within the ſaid City, and Confinesthere- 
of,by the well ozdering of which two particulars oncly, many great Jntonuenientes, and Pꝛe⸗ 
iudites to the honour and good of the Citie, might bee remooued and auoyded ; His Maieſtie, 
bpon deliberate aduice with His Pꝛiuy Countell and peruſall of what hath beene done in like 
caſe in the time of His moſt Royall Pꝛogenitoꝛs, and vpon What grounds and reaſons, hath 
thought good to ſet downe by this one Pꝛotlamation, certaine diſtinct and plaine Ozders,fo2 the 
furtheravce, and aduancement of His moſt gracious intention, concerning the Pꝛemiſſes in 
theſe Articles following. 
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Irſt, His Mateftie doth ſtrictly charge and command, that no dwelling Houſes, Stables, 
Shops, Stalis, oz any other Building whatſocuer, be from hentefoꝛth erected, o2 attemp- 
ted to be erected, within the City of London, oꝛ the Suburbs thereot oꝛ within the diſtance of 
two nules, to be taken from any gate ofthe laid City, oꝛ from His Mateſties Palace at Veltmin- 
ſter, extept it be vpon the foundation ofa foꝛmer dwelling houſe, oz ſuch une Building : and if 
any ſuch Building, contrary to this Pꝛohibition, ſhall hereafter happen to bee begun, that the

ſame, be fo:thwith ſtayed from further pꝛoteeding, by the Alderman ofthe ward, oz by two of 
the next Juſtices of Peate, and alwell ſuch Builder as the Wozkemen Jmployed therein, com⸗ 
mitted to pꝛilon, vntil they ſhal enter into ſufficient bond, either to demoliſh, and pull downe that 
which is built, oꝛ to anlwer their tontempt in his Maieſties high Court of Starre⸗ Chamber, oꝛ 
befoze the Loꝛds of the Pꝛiuy Countell, at the Countell board: And the Conſtable of the Pa⸗ 
riſh oꝛ place, ſhall from time to tinie, in the firſt beginning of any ſuch Woꝛke oꝛ Building, giue 
notice to the Alderman of the Ward, oꝛ two next Jullites of Peace, of any ſuth offence, and of 
the offenders therein that this Pꝛoclamatiou may be ſpeedily,and freſhly put in er: cution. 


All Honſes, Sheddes, Shoppes,and other buildings, which haue been builded o2 ſet vp with⸗ 
in the limits afozeſaid, at any time ſincethe thirtcenth yecre ok the late King lames, of bleſſed me⸗ 
mo2y,contraryto any P2oclamatton publiſhedin his late Maieſties time, ſhalbe fozthWwith pulled 
downe, as is befoꝛe directedtouching other Buildings, to bee ſtayed oꝛ pulled downe. And no 
Cellars erected within the time laſt mentioned, to Be vleb for Lodgings o2 Uictualling houſes, 
but the occupicrs thereofto be luppꝛeſſed, and ſo to be kept by the Juſtitces of Peate. 


That no perſon oꝛ perſons do erett, reedifie, oꝛ ſet vp any houle oꝛ building in London, oꝛ within 
the diſtance of thꝛee miles from any the gates ofthe laid c itie of London, oꝛ from his Mateſties 
Palace at Weſtminſter, vnleſſe hee doe make all the vtter walles of the ſame of Biicke, oꝛ 2Bzicke 
and Stone: And that all Houſes and Buildings to be erected within the ſaid City. oꝛ in, oꝛ adiop⸗ 
ning to any open Street of any Towne oz Allage out of the laid City, witlun the linnts ofthree 
miles afoꝛeſaid, fall be built actoꝛding to the foꝛme and pꝛopoꝛtion hereafter in theſe pꝛelents 
expꝛeſſed viz.) enery whole Stoꝛy ot, and in ſuch Houſes and Buildings, and all and cuery the 
Roomes ok luch whole Stoꝛy, ſhall be of the height of Tenne foot of Aſſize, at the leaſt, and 
euery halke Stoꝛy, ofand in luch Houſes and buildings, ſhall be of the height of ſenen foote and 
a halfe, at the leaſt; And that the foꝛefront, and all outward, and dimnſion walles, betwirt Houſe 
and houle, and the Jambes, heads and ſoyles ofthe windowes, halbe of Wicke, oꝛ of Bꝛicke and 
Stone, and the windowes( being of tunber)not to be put in, vntil the Jambes and heads afozc- 


ſaid be finiſhed, and beare of themſclues. 

And ik the ſaid Buildings do not exceed two Stoꝛies in height, then the walles tber cot ſhall 
be of the thickneſſe of one bꝛicke, and halfe a beickes length, actoꝛding to the Aſſiʒe ol bꝛicks here⸗ 
vnder mentioned from the ground vnto the vypermoſt part ok the ſaid walles; And where the 
building ſhalbe of the heightofthzee Dtoztes,the wals of the firſt Stozy ſhalbe of the thickneſſe 
of two bꝛickes length, and from thence vnto the vppermoſt part of the wall, of the thickneſſe of 
one bꝛicke and halfe a bꝛickes length, and lo pꝛopoꝛtionably, if there ſhall be moꝛe Stoꝛies. 


That in building of the laid houles there ſhallbe no Jutties o2 Jutting, oꝛ Cant windowes, 
either vpon timber Joiſts, oꝛ otherwiſe, but the walles to go dirett and ſtraight vpwards, and 
at the letting off, a water Table to be made ; Allo the Lights ofthe Windowes of cuery whole 
Sto. p.to be of moꝛce height then bꝛedth. to the end the Roomes map receiue ayꝛe foꝛ health, and 
there may be luſticient peeres of bꝛicke, not leſſe then halfe the bꝛedth of the Windowes betweene 

the in koꝛ ſtrength; And like wiſe the windowes ofcucry haife Stozy to bee made ſquare euery 
wap, o2 ucere thereabouts. | 


That all Shops, and Street doozes, bee made with Pillaſters ofſtone oz bꝛicke, to bee in 
bꝛeadth fifteene inches, at the leaſt, and as thickt as the wall of the ſtozp, and the heads of the 


ſhop windowes cut in wedges, with Arches ouer them, to luſtaine the wall aboue; And that 


none doe raiſe the firſt flooꝛeto gaine the height in their Cellars, lo as they are thereby fozced to 
make ſteps into the ſtreet, 


And, foꝛ the better encouragement of his Maieſlies lontng Subiects in their buildings accoꝛ⸗ 
ding to the direction of this P2oclamation, his Maieſtie hath thought fit, by the aduice afozeſaid, 
to ſet down thele oꝛders following, concerning the true making and rating of the pzice of bꝛicke, 
which is one of the pꝛintipall materials requiſite foꝛ the ſaid Buildings, (viz ) 


That the earth whereofthe Bꝛicke ſhall be made, bee good and fit fo2 that purpoſe : The firſt 

digging thereofto bee betweene the Feaſts of Saint Michacl the Archangel, and S. Thomas 
the Apoſtle; and the ſecond digging, caſting, o2 turning vp of the laid earth, to bee at oꝛ befoꝛe the 
laſt day of Feb2uary, then following : And that no perlon whatſoeuer,doe pzeſume to digge, oz 
make any Bꝛicke, in any place within one mile of the gates ofthe ſayd City of London, oꝛ Within 
one mile of his Matelties Palace of Weſtminſter. 
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That the ſaid Earth be ſufficiently and well wꝛought and tempered befo2eitbe moulded, And 
that the Backe-makers tauſe no Earth to be moulded foꝛ Bꝛicke, but onely betweene the Feaſt 


ofthe Annunciation ofthe blefſed Uirgine Mary, and the laſt day of Auguſt peerelp, and at no 
other time oꝛ ſeaſon ofthe peere. 


That in the moulding of the laid Bꝛickes, the nioulds be thꝛoughly and well filled and not ſet 
iu the moulds,in the laying downe; And that they be ſufficiently and well dꝛyed befoꝛe they bee 
put into the Nilne, aud then carefully and thꝛoughly burned; So as foꝛ the aſſize, euery 2Bzicke 


being burned, conteyne in length, nine inches, in bꝛeadth, foure inches one quarter and halfe a 
quarter ofan inch, and in thickneſle, two inches and one quarter ofan inch. | 


That the pꝛice of 2Bzickes (being thus wꝛought and made in goodneſſe, ſize, and maner, as a- 
foꝛeſaid) ſhall not execed the rate of eight ſhillings the thouſand at the Kune: And if any extel⸗ 
ſiue rate be demanded foꝛ the carriage of theiaid Bꝛickes, from the Kilne,to the plate where they 
{Hall be to be vled the Commiſſioners foꝛ Bundings to moderate the lame, actoꝛding to equity, 
in their good diſcrettons; And that no perſon oꝛ perſons ſhall make, oꝛ cauſe to be made within 
fine miles of any the gates ofthe City of London, noz bꝛing by water o2 land, oꝛ vtter. ſell, oꝛ put 
to ſale within the laid City, oꝛ any place oꝛ places within fine miles thereof, as afozcſatd , any 
Bꝛickes made oꝛ wꝛought contrary to the directions atozclatd, no2ſcll the lame at any higher 
rate, then is befoze mentioned. 


That no perſon oꝛ perſons within the laid City of London, oz within two miles from any the 
gates thereof, oz from his Mateſttes Palace at Weſtminſter, ſhall in defrauding the intent of this 
P2oclamation, ſuppozt oꝛ ſtrengthen any Buildings lo rutnous and old, as are vnfit to be ton⸗ 
tinued, by digging ot Cellars, and bꝛinging v3 new 2Zzicke walles, by erecting new Chimneys 
and Staire:caſes.by placing pietes of Timber, by ſetting on new roofes oꝛ rafters, and thꝛuſting 
out of doꝛmers, knitting and faſtening together the laid new additions vnto the old Timber, by 
barres and trampes of Iron, oꝛ other like deuices, vnleſſe he oz they (hall bee thereunto litented 
and allowed by his Maieſties Commiſſioners foz Buildings. 


That no perſon oꝛ perſons within the limits laſt afoꝛeſaid, doe at auy time oꝛ times hereafter 
bꝛeſume 02 attempt to erett, couer, oue rlap oꝛ incloſe any Houels, oꝛ other ſheds of Timber, with 
Reeds, Faggots, Hay, Straw, Boards, oꝛ other materials, oz doe raiſe vp any Wall, Pale, o: 
23anke of Earth, to which Sheds may be added, oꝛ do repaire oꝛ new make into the ſtreets, any 
manerof2Sulkes, Stalles,Windowes, Doozes, oꝛ other offenſiue iſſues, Oꝛ doe alter oz change 
che vſc of any dwelling Houſe,oz other Building, to any moꝛe noiſome oz offenſiue vle, end oꝛ pur⸗ 
poſe, then the ſame was umploied befoze the time ofthe demoliſhing oꝛaltering the lame, with- 
out the ſpetiall Licence and Allowante of the laid Commiſſioners fo2 Buildings. 


And fo: that the diuiding of Houſes into ſcucrall Tenements and habitatious, and the letting 
part of houſes and Chambers to Jumates, and Under ſitters, is no leſſe intonuenient then ex. 
teſliue Buildings, as well in regard of ſurcharge of people, eſpecially of the woꝛſt ſoꝛt, and foꝛ 
bꝛeeding and ſpꝛeading of Jufection,as otheriviſe,hiz Maieſtie hath alſo by the aduice afozeſaid 
commanded thele Articles following to be duely oblerued: 


That no perſon oz perſons withinthe City of London, oꝛ two miles from any the gates thereof, 

doe diuide any dwelling Houſe by Leal, ſufferance.oꝛ otherwiſe, into, oz foꝛ any moꝛe Tene⸗ 
ments oꝛ dwellings then are at this pꝛeſent, oꝛ haue been heretofoꝛe vled within the lame, by the 
(pace of thirty peeres laſt paſt. 


That no perſon doe hereafter recetue into any Houſe, any Inmates oz Under ſitters, oꝛ any 
moꝛe families then one. 


That no perſon oꝛ perſons, who ſhall erett a new houſc vpon, oꝛ within the Pꝛetintts of an 
old Foundation, ſhalldunde the lame into moze Lenements, oz ſeuerall dwellings, then were 
vled in the laid koꝛmer Houles. 


By the due obleruation of which ſeuerall Articles, as the vnifoꝛmity of the Buildings will 
bꝛing much honour to the City, and grace and oꝛnament both to the Streets thereof and to the 
neighbour Townes; So the building with Bzicke oz Stone will bee moze durable and moze 
ſafe from the danger and caſualties of fire, and withall.the reduting of all ſorts of houſes to this 
oꝛder, and the pꝛelent remoouing of Inmates and Under-ſitters, accozding to this Direction, 
Mill in ſhoꝛt time dilcontinue, and take away the many Cottages, Sheds, and bale plates of ha- 
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bitation inby-lanes and backe-ſtreets, whereby the Citie, Suburbs, and Confines will become 
moꝛe ſutable,andleſſeſubiect to that danger of Sitckneſſe and Infection, which by the vnwhol⸗ 
ſome peſiering of multitudes of pooꝛe people together, is now thꝛeatned againſt the ſame. 


And therekoꝛe his Maieſtie, vpon mature and deliberate conſideration taken of the pzemiſſes, 
Doth ſtra'tly charge andcommiand, all and eucry perſon o2 perſons of whatſoeuer degree, qua⸗ 
litie, oꝛ condition he oꝛthey bee, That he, they, and euerp of them, doe well and truely obſerue 
and keep alt and linguler the Articles befoze ſpeciſied, in all things to them reſpectinely belong⸗ 
ing, as they will auoide his Maieſties high diſplealure, and ſuch further penalties and puniſh⸗ 
ments, as their contempts and neglects herein ſhall demerite,and by his Maieſties Pꝛerogatiue 
Nopall oz otherwiſe may be inflicted vpon them. 


And becanſethelife of all good Conſtitutions and Oꝛders, ſtandeth in the quicke and due exe- 
cution ofthem, as his Maieſty out of his further Pꝛintely care and deſire to haue this good Wozke 
p2olpcr and pꝛoteed accoꝛding to his Mareſtics moſt graͤtious uitention, Math choſen c appoin- 
ted tertame of the Loꝛds of his Pauy Countell, and others, Gentlemen of qualitie, to bee His 
Coninuſſioners, to take ſpeciall care of the ſame, and to ſce this his Royall pleaſure, ſo much 
conterning the publique good, to be duely cxetuted and perfoꝛmed; So his expꝛeſſe charge and 
Conimandementis, aſwelto the fad Commiſſioners, as to the Lozd Matoꝛ, Recozder, and Nl- 
dermen ol the laid City of londo and ali Juſtices of Peate within the Counties of Middleſex, Eſſex 
Kent, and Surrey, and all high Conſtables, pettie Conſtables, Headboꝛoughs, and other Officers, 
to whom it may appertaine, That they and euerp of thein in their ſcucrall places and Offices 
reſpettiuclp, doe diligentlz aud duelp attend to gine their vttermoſt apde, helpe, and aſſiſtance, 
actoꝛding to their duties conterning the pꝛemiſſes: And where they, oꝛ any of them ſhall finde 
any offence to be tommitted againſt any anch oꝛ Article ofthis Pꝛoclamation, to make certt- 
ficate thereof to the Lozds of Our Pꝛiup Countell, whom we require to vle all fitting tare, pꝛo⸗ 
uidentt and endeauour, to co2rcct and refoꝛme the lame oꝛ elſe to giue ſpeedy notice therof in w2t- 
ting to Our Attourney gentrali, whom wee doe hereby command and authoꝛzize, to pꝛolecute 
and p2occed againſt all, aud euery the offender and offenders afoꝛelaid, in the ſaid Court of Star- 
chamber, That by che Sentence of that high and honourable Court, they may be better taught 
to know, and to do their duties, and both themlelnes and others by their example, be bzonght to 
that confoꝛmity, which his Maieſtie expecteth and requireth.
